WASHINGTON, March 6.—By 
holding that the States have the pow- 
er to impose taxes, large or small, on 
trade coupons, redeemable in pre- 
miums the Supreme Court today put 
the legality of premium advertising, 
by which it is estimated $125,000,000 
worth of merchandise is sold annual- 
ly, within the scohe of State laws. 

The widespread practice of giving 
coupons with cigars, cigarettes and 
tabacco, or premium slips or trading 
Stamps with other merchandise was 
thus held to be entirely under the con- 
trol of the States. 

The court upheld the constitution- 
ality of laws in Florida and Washing- 
ton, imposing such taxes, and dis- 
missed the appeal of F. 8. Pitney of 
Seattle, Wash., convicted for violating 
Washington trading stamp law, 
in that he, as manager and agent of 
the United Cigar Stores Company in 
cennection with a sale to a customer 
‘gave a trading stamp or coupon. 

The attack on the laws contended 
that the statutes were an unconstitu- 
tional discrimination against a legiti- 
mate method of advertising and with- 
in the protection of freedom of con- 
tract contained in the Federal Con- 
stitution. The court, however, held 
it was for the Legislatures to pass 
upon the public policy involved in the 
questions and to adopt such regula- 
tion thereof as they might choose. 
The court furthermore held that the 
business was not within the inter- 
state commerce protection of the Con- 
stitution. 

Premium advertising has been held 
legal in Alabama, California, Colo- 
rado, Georgia, Maryland, Nebraska, 
Missouri, Illinois, Rhode Island and 
New Tork.

Judge Rives of the Probate Court 
gave an heir of the De Baker estate 
an object lesson yesterday.

Fredericks, Robert's attorney, yester-, 


day, he wanted to know if the youth 
would be able to handle his fortune 
when he came of age, two 
hence. 

“He is just a boy, your honor,” 
replied the attorney, who is perfectly 
familiar with his client’s expenses 
since he became wealthy. | 

“I think we should conserve the 
estate a little,” responded’ Judge 


Rives, “by cutting off his monthly al- 


lowance of $500 a month. He should 
learn to economize and to appreciate 


the value of money before the man- 
agement of the estate comes into his 
own hands.” : 

The princely allowance was accord- 
ingly lopped off and Robert must ac- 
count for the money he spends up to 
the time of the distribution, through 
* Mrs. Ruth McMahon, his 


guardian. 

The account of the guardian wus 
approved permission to mortgage 
the estate to the extent of $45,000 
was granted. This money will be used 
to pay the youth’s debts, contracted 
since he was established an heir of 
Arcadia B. de Baker. 

The allowance of $6000 a year was 
granted by the Superior Court of San 
Francisco. Robert's maintenance cost 
up to June 28, 1915, $1950.40. The 
items in the account approved by 
Judge Rives yesterday included claims 
for detective services in establishing 
his relationship to Arcadia B. de 
Baker; legal services, a promissory 

attorney's fees for the 
guardian, The various claims approxi- 
mated $14,739. 

Although his spending money has 
been cut off, Robert’s expenses will 
be paid by his mother.
